given the pundits a platform for 
arguing that Canada is now firmly 
and consciously shifting to the 
right. How simplistic. 





But what else does one expect 
from those shills for the IMF? They 
don't want you to have a thorough 
analysis of what's really going on in 
our economy. Cuz if you do, you'll 
get mad at the unparalleled greed 
that is dictating economies around 
the world, and how much you paid 
in taxes because corporate Canada 
didn’t. 

OK, Ontario — after 30 years of 
electing Conservatives, a mere dec- 
ade ago Ontarians went for the 
Liberals (and the NDP, which held 
the balance of power in that gov- 
ernment). Five years later they went 
for the NDP, which held a majority 
government. The same voters went 
out in a big way last week for the 
Conservatives. 

This is a pretty good indication 
ofelectoral volatility. The same sort 
of thing happened in the last feder- 
al election (Quebec aside). 

Voters are saying they want polit-

__ is a legitimate political desire.

Pin stripe pressure 


The pressure on Rae's govern- 
ment must have been tremendous 
They had campaigned for enhanced 
social programs, and they felt they 
had to deliver, despite the concert- 
ed and aggressive pin srripe 
opposition. To the tune of a $9 
billion deficit that year alone, What 
great grist for the pin stripes’ mills 

Well, the pin stripes didn't put 
Bob Rae into the Preem’s office in 
the first place. But national and 
international pressure to reduce 
deficit spending is a very real polit- 
ical determinant, like it or not. And 
that’s why the NDP went off the 
rails in Ontario. The only way they 
could see to keep their spending 
under control was what became a 
legislated social contract. Bad news. 

They hadn’t campaigned on that, 
had they? They betrayed the people 
who put them into government, 
and they paid the price. Period 


Surplus budget 


Now look at the way Roy Ro- 
manov campaigned five years ago: 
Deficit control with a human ap- 
proach, They stuck to that platform, 
and went from a debt and deficit 
racked budget (inherited from De- 
vine’s Conservaties) to a surplus 
budget this year. In less than five 
years. Unbelievable. And, I predict 
they will be re-elected to govern 
Saskatchewan, because they stuck 
to their agenda. 

Same for Ralph Klein's Conserv- 
atives. 

But these factors are insufficient 
when examining the nature of pol- 
itics in the 1990s and for the next 
decade, if one wants to explore left 
versus right wing politics, which 
side is winning, and why. 

The bigger picture is the shifting 
nature of our economy, and in- 
deed all the economies of the 


the party’s fingacial committee and 
leads by exampte. In 1993 and 1994, 
McCaig gave $1750 to the party.

And, 
apparently, it is what Leo LaChance 
did die for: bronzed skin, singling 
him out as an Indian. 

The first and lasting impression 
David gives is of a quiet dignity and 
determination. In some ways, 
David is the embodiment of the 
Cree people. He has suffered and 
will continue to suffer. When re- 
quired to do so, he steps firmly into 
the spotlight of national media 
scrutiny. He is not self-conscious. 
He is not demanding. There is no | 
arrogance. There is only a quiet de- 
termination to do, step by step, 
whateyer is necessary to under- 
stand why Leo, his brother, a Cree 
man, was shot to death by a white 
man, seemingly for no reason. He 
summed it up once by saying, “I 
want to know the truth about what 
happened that night.” He has no 
political or financial base to sup- 
port him. His quest will not cease 


until he is satisfied he has learned | 


the truth.

Carney was invited to 
Louisiana by a man he had met at 
Hayden Lake, Karl Hand Jr., leader 
of the most violent of the right wing 
Organizations. Hand was once the 
national organizer of the Ku Klux 
Klan for American presidential can- 
didate David Duke. In 1984, he was 
leader of the National Socialist Lib- 
eration Front (NSLF) and Nerland 
was his captain in the Street Action 
branch of the NSLF, involved in 
violent confrontations with blacks 
and Jews whenever an opportunity 
arose. 

It was during this period, in 
November 1985, that Nerland made 
his bizarre and unsuccessful at- 
tempt to enter Canada as American 
“Kurt Meyer.” 

Nerland was a Canadian citizen, 
yet he used the name of a German 
general when being interviewed by 
a Canadian immigration officer at 
Calgary. Nerland gave a story that 
did not add up and carried busi- 
ness cards of weapons dealers and 
a photograph of himself in Nazi 
uniform bashing in the head of a 
mannequin, an exercise that was 
part of his Nazi training. He would —

opinions to share with anyone 
who asked. Even the occasional 
Indian, who certainly did not ask, 
got an earful anyway. His partner 
and his friends say he never triea 
to convert them, however. 

Whether he had a following or 
noi, in September 1990, Nerland 
as head of the Saskatchewan branch 
was invited to attend an Aryan Na- 
tions Fest in Provost, Alberta. At 
that time, a uniformed city police 
constable was posing as 2 sympa- 
thizer to gather information about 
Nerland. When the police officer 
heard Nerland talk about the fest, 
he asked to go along. He was told 
he was welcome’to go and would 
meet other police officers there 
The constable did not go however, 
and, as it turned out, he could 
watch Nerland’s behaviour from his 
own living room in Prince Albert. 
The Saskatchewan leader's aggres- 
sive behaviour drew national 
television coverage. Still, in Prince 
Albert, no one foresaw the tragedy 
he would soon inflict on the LaCh- 
ance family 

On the weekend of the Aryan 
Nations Fest, thirty or forty white 
supremacists gathered on the farm 
of Ray Bradley, founder of the 
Brotherhood of Racial Purity. Ner- 
land was in charge of security. As it 
was held on privately owned land, 
the event allowed Nerland to bring 
an array of weaponry for the boys 
to play with on the weekend, when 
they were not involved in cross 
lightings, bull sessions, or listen- 
ing to inspirational taped messages 
by various supremacist leaders. 
School students in the small Alber- 
ta town had heard about the 
upcoming fest and protested by 
dressing in black a few days before 
it began. The rally drew a number 
of protestors. Nerland and the Ar- 
yan Nations delegates met them at 
the farm gate with their choice of 
weapons. Nerland favoured a pis- 
tol-handled shotgun. 

Local residents contented them- 
selves with standing back and 
watching. A few carried signs. 
Among those who had come some 
distance to protest were Harvey 
Kane, leader of the Jewish Defence 
League based in Calgary, and Sig- 
mund Sobolewski, who is not 
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Jewish but is a survivor of Ausch- 
witz, a Second World War Nazi 
death camp. With them were a 
handful of reporters, photogra- 
phers, and cameramen. The 
predictable happended. The two 
sides shouted remarks that soon 
provoked anger. Nerland’s verbal 
attacks were particularly outra- 
geous and vicious. Focusing on 
Sobolewski, he shouted, “Why 
don’t you tell me they made fuck- 
ing soap out of your auntie and 
fucking luggage out of your uncle. 
They made luggage out of him. I've 
got it in the fucking trunk of my 
car. I've got luggage made from 
your fucking uncle.” Nerland also 
pointed the shotgun in Kane’s di- 
rection and announced that the 
weapon was a form of birth con- 
trol. “A 12-gauge shotgun cuts a 
person right in half; it’s just great 
for preventing further Jewish 
births. It's a way to customize the 
womb.” 

When the weekend was over, 
Nerland returned to his small pawn 
and gun shop on River Street West 
in Prince Albert. The man who pro-

fessed to hate Jews and Natives rent- 
eda store from a Jew and had a treaty 
Indian partner, Darwin Bear. It was 
business as usual. Gun buffs dropped 
in, looked around, chatted awhile, 
and bought or sold guns. An order 
of Ishapoor rifles, similar to the FNC- 
1 the Canadian military had used for 
thirty years, sold well. Police 
dropped by, both as customers and 
on their routine checks of all pawn 
stores, looking for items recently 
stolen and pawned. 


he antics at the Provost Aryan 

Nations Fest resulted in com- 
plaints to the Alberta government 
by those who were offended by 
what they saw on television and in 
the newspapers. An inquiry was 
held to look into the gathering at 
Provost, the actions of the Church 
of Jesus Christ Aryan Nations and 
its Canadian leader Terry Long, and 
the host for the fest, Ray Bradley, 
founder of the Brotherhood for 
Racial Purity (BHORP). 

The inquiry, conducted by the 
Alberta Human Rights Commission 
in Edmonton, began 24 July 1991. 
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Nerland told the Alberta inquiry 
he had taken the weapons to Prov- 
ost to keep infiltrators and 
unwanted people away. The weap- 
ons were loaded because an 
unloaded gun is absolutely useless, 
he said. 


In their conclusions, the inquiry 
commissioners said, “The Aryan 
Nations Fest was a shocking event 
in the history of Alberta. The bla- 
tant display of signs and symbols 
redolent of racial and religious 
hatred, bigotry and discrimination 
challenge the very foundations of 
our society.” They said there was 
no doubt about the hatred Terry 
Long and Carney Nerland felt for 
Jews, native Canadians, and non- 
whites. “We have no doubt about 
the lengths they would be prepared 
to go, given the opportunity, to 
implement their evil plans. The |

There were thirty-nine rifles 
on the walls, fifteen rifles in pawn, 
and sixteen handguns on display. 

The following day, the detectives 
were scheduled to meet with John 
Field, a highly regarded crown 
prosecutor in Saskatchewan for 
fourteen years. In his forties, Field 
is a slight, scholarly-looking man 
with a bushy moustache. He has a 
Master's degree in Law from the 
University of London, England. He 
was given the entire LaChance file, 
containing everything the police 
knew to that point in the investiga- 
tion. RCMP eventually provided 
much more information about Ner- 
land’s Aryan Nations connections 
at Hayden Lake, Idaho, and in Lou- 
isiana. Now he had to decide what 
charge should be laid. 

Even though Nerland was not yet 
facing charges, there had been two 
calls to Crime Stoppers warning 
that Nerland was probably going to 
flee the country. Those calls formed 
the basis of Field's first question 
Is Nerland likely to flee the coun- 
try and perhaps go to South 
America? He had spent some time 
in Chile and had married a Chilean 
woman. If so, a charge of man- 
Slaughter would be drawn up 
immediately and a Canada-wide 

ant issued. 

Field had already concluded that 
manslaughter was the appropriate 
charge.

missioners that police and prose- 
cutors had been told the name of 
an RCMP informer when Corporal 
Lawrence met with them several 
days after the shooting. The RCMP 
were determined to keep the name 
of the informant a secret and the 
commission was equally deter- 
mined that all the facts in the case 
must be laid before the public. The 
struggle went all the way to the 
Supreme Court of Canada before 
the right of police to keep inform- 
ants’ identity secret was upheld and 
the commission was forced to avoid 
any evidence that might tend to 
identify the informant in this case 

Nevertheless, the informant was 
publicly identified by the LaChance 
family and Chief A.J. Felix of the 
Prince Albert Tribal Council. Globe 
and Mail reporter Dave Roberts and 
CBC radio reporters released the 
same information, based on assur- 
ances from their independent 
sources. Testimony by Corporal 
Lawrence tended to support these 
beliefs when he told commissioners 
Nerland had telephoned him from 
jail. The call confirmed for Nerland 
that Lawrence could do nothing for 
him after he had been charged in 
the shooting death of Leo LaChance. 
Nerland was on his own. If Nerland 
Was not an RCMP informant, why 
would he call Lawrence, and what 
would he expect a police force not 
involved in the investigation to do 
about his situation? 


hile Leo LaChance’s father, 

Dick, has accepted his son's 
death and is prepared to move on, 
he is still angered when the shoot- 
ing is described as an accident.

Now we are set to surf along 
the Internet. Here are the programs 
you need: 

* A ‘connection’ program (Some- 
thing that sets up a connection 
between your computer and the 
server at your ISP) Typical programs 
are Trumpet Winsock for Windows, 
and MacPPP or InterSLIP for the 
Macintosh. 

* An E-mail program. The best E- 
mail program, in my humble 
opinion, is Eudora (which is avail- 
able for Windows and the 
Macintosh). 

* A file transfer program. This is for 
grabbing all of the other free soft- 
ware that’s out there. Among others, 
there is WsFTP for Windows and 
Anarchie for the Macintosh (Where 
do they come up with these names?) 
* A Newsreader. This is not some- 
thing that will download the LA 
times to your computer — it’s some- 
thing that will help you read 
USENET newsgroups (joys and rap- 
tures). For the Macintosh, there is 
the much hailed NewsWatcher, and 
for Windows, there is WinVN. 

* A WWW browser (finally!) Of 
course, the most popular of the 
browsers is called Netscape (the 
latest version for Windows and 
Macintosh is available by ftping to 
ftp.netscape.com). However, Net- 
scape is a bit of amemory hog, so if 
you don’t have a spare 4 megs of 
memory lying around, you might 
try MacWeb for the Macintosh, or 
the Cello Web Browser for Win- 
dows. 

This is the basic software. In ad- 
dition to this list, there is a whole 
swack of other Internet software 
that will allow you to get weather

reports from around the world, talk 
to someone over an Internet con- 
nection, and (this is my favorite) 
videoconference with someone else 
with an Internet connection. 
Which, of course, obviates the need 
for a vanity table adjacent to your 
computer desk. 

This software can be obtained by 
ftping to ftp.ucs.ubc.ca in the di- 
rectory /pub/mac/info-mac/comm/ 
tcp (for macintosh users), or to 
mirror.aol.com in the directory 
pub/cica (for windows users). 

Now you're probably asking your- 
self: What the heck is ftping, and 
will it render me sterile? A valid 
question. 

FTP stands for File Transfer Pro- 
tocol, or Files To Pete (which only 
works if your name is Pete). To 
start a file-grabbing session, set up 
your connection (check with your 
provider on how to do this), and 
start up your FTP program. 

In WsFTP for windows, a con- 
nection window will pop up. type 
“ftp.netscape.com” in the “session 
name” box. Click on the “anony- 
mous login” checkbox, and hit 
return. 

In Anarchie for the Macintosh, 
the first time you start up, there 
will probably be a dialog box ask- 
ing you to launch “Internet Config”. 
Launch Internet Config, and set up 
your preferences. Again, get the 
info from your Provider. Once you 
are back in Anarchie, hit ‘command- 
E’. Then, type in “ftp.netscape.com” 
in the “machine” box. 

Now take a deep breath. Not too 
deep, or you'll hyperventilate.

Distinct chortle 


Given her distinct chortle, it’s no 
surprise that she makes her living 
in comedy — but, as with most 
things about Sneath, it’s not in a 
way that you might expect. Unlike 
improv comics, Sneath gives sug- 
gestions to her audience instead of 
taking them. Unlike stand-ups, 
Sneath wants people to steal her 
material. 

Even her audiences are not typ- 
ical. They may include foster 
parents, social workers, cancer and 
AIDS patients, or those who are 
simply stressed by such common 
events as job cutbacks. 

For the past three years, Sneath 
has been conducting seminars and 
workshops on the healing powers 
of humor, using methods to which 
she had intuitively turned when she 
was diagnosed with cancer in 1990. 

When I first met Sneath 17 years 


ago, she was an actress, equally 


comfortable and successful in dra- 


matic and comedic roles, and 
working incessantly. I left Edmon- 


ton in 1984, and upon my return 
last month, knew that if she was 


still in town, it would not be long 
before our paths crossed again. Not 


surprisingly, I heard her before I 
saw her.

While a poor 
recording, and while Moreschi was 
not the greatest singer in the world, 
the plain fact that we actually have 
a record of the “sound” of the cas- 
trato voice is important. There is 
no mistaking the absolute eerieness 
of the voice. Neither male nor fe- 
male, the sound that emerges does 
not, to our modern ears, seem to 
sound natural at all. A couple hun- 
dred years ago, however, the fact 
remains that they were everywhere, 
and everyone wrote for them.

“It’s truly a community radio sta- 
tion, with people of all ages as both 
programmers and listeners.” 


Loyal listeners 


And according to Berman and a 
host of loyal listeners, it’s also more 
teresting and more diverse than 
most people would imagine. 

Just how interesting is apparent 
in the agenda for the upcoming 
ational Campus Radio Conference 
to be held here in Edmonton Jun. 
9-24. Hosted by CJSR radio, the 
theme of this year's conference is 
Strength in Diversity’ Workshops 
and seminars at the six-day confer- 
ence will cover topics ranging from 
Ommunity standards and censor- 
hip to radio art and Internet 
rechnology. 

In keeping with a conference tra- 
dition established in 1992, NCRC 
95 will also feature a one-day 
women-only conference on Jun. 19, 
is well as a special theme day on 
Wednesday, Jun.

stations from across Canada will 
tackle such subjects as racism, 
homophobia, sexism, environmen- 
tal degradation, and issues faced by 
differently-abled people. Delegates 
will also have ample opportunity to 
attend workshops that deal with the 
nuts and bolts of running a radio 
Station in today’s competitive mar- 
ket. Oh, and they'll also be bringing 
in some of Canada’s best musical 
talent for a series of nightly con- 
certs that are open to the public. 


Dedicated volunteers 


At a time when mainstream ra- 
dio stations are tripping over 
themselves to find the one format 
that will keep them afloat, CJSR is 
succeeding because of its refusal to 
do just that. And while the paid pro- 
fessionals at the mainstream radio 
Stations struggle with budget re- 
Strictions and time restraints to 
bring their single format to the air- 
waves, CJSR manages to produce 
literally dozens of different pro- 
grams each week. And they do it 
with a handful of paid staff, and an 
army of dedicated volunteers 

Berman, who not only volunteers 
with CJSR but is also the Confer- 
ence’s coordinator agrees, noting 
that the diverse nature of CJSR's 
own programming dovetails nicely 
into the theme of NCRC '95. 

“J always like to illustrate Thurs- 
day night, which is the night I'm 
on, as an example of community 
radio,” he explains. 

“We have Adamant Eve at 5: 00, 
which is a feminist program, we've 
got Gaywire at 6:00 which deals 
with gay and lesbian issues, really 
by and for gays and lesbians, and 
then I'm on right after that, and 
then it’s 20th century avant garde 
music after that... my joke is that 
we program for k.d. lang on Thurs- 
day night, since she’s probably the 
one person who would listen all the 
way through.” 

At a time when Alberta seems to 
be swinging to the political right, 
CJSR’s mandate to provide “a voice 
to the voiceless” is even more im- 
portant than it has been in the past. 





“It certainly does remind people 
that not everyone is a member of 
Ralph Klein's Alberta. With our 
news — we're not there to produce 
a left-wing or a right-wing view or 
a particular political party 
but what we are there for is to cover

ohnny Carson probably said it 
best when he chronicled the or- 
igins of what is arguably Amevica’s 
only genuine art form (The jury's 
still out on country.). With the ob- 
sequious Ed McMahon chortling in 
the background, the toass of late- 
night television went on record by 
stating that the day slavery was 
abolished, over 500 jazz bands were 
formed 
And yes, you could say that jazz 
does breathe that sense of libera 
tion, unshackled by the 
claustrophobic constraints of time 
and key signatures, but if freedom 
was a raison d'etre for the birth of 
a genre, then it stands to reason 
that Klezmer would stand as the 
ultimate example. 
Think back a few thousand years 


when Moses led his emancipated 
folks out of Egypt into the Prom- 
ised Land, for openers, Once che 
long trek ended, it’s quite possible 
thar che grateful throngs started 
bleating out a rousing rendition af 
the “Torah.”

And what's with 
Skitch Henderson, Jelly Roll Mor- 
ton, Mutt Carey, and Zoot Sims? 

Put it this way: names alone 
would make Tooker Gomberg and 
Newt Gingrich excellent jazz musi- 


Ww ell, if Birkenstocks and pale 
molted legs haven't already 
clued you in, summer is most 
definitely upon us.

The 
fact that his music was strikingly 
similar to pre-Mahavishnu Orches- 
tra guitarist John McLaughlin bear 
this out. (Both used producer Alan 
Douglas, while various members of 
the Experience backed up 
McLaughlin.)
